William C. Wilkins, Deputy State Fire 
Marshal, Thursday began a two months' 
survey of tire conditions in Lower 
Morion Township by visiting fifty busi- 
ness establishments and other places at 
Ardmore. 

In some of the places he found col- 
lections of rubbish or other dangerous 
conditions and served notice on occu- 
pants or owners to correct the trouble 
under the State law, which renders re- 
calcitrant persons liable to a fine of 
•c25 a day for every day the condition 
remains unsatisfactory. 

Several buildings were found to be 
so bad that the owners are getting 
notice to tear them down or remodel 
them. The Deputy Marshal will visit 
every town on the Main Line and will 
see that his orders are followed out or 
'.'ill turn complaints over to the District 
Attorney for action.

September 4th, and 
the Directors will be at the Fire House 
fioni 7 until !l to receive subscription.-. 
This in w series will be the tucaiy- 
eighih, and from all indications will be 
larger than the I w cnty-seventli. which 
inn over one thousand shares. 

For the benefit of the new residiuts 
of Xarberth, wouid say thai the Xar- 
berth Building and Loan Association is 
not an experiment, but has been hi 
operation for over twelve years and 
has been so successful that last year it 
earned for its stockholders eight per 
cent., and has never had any property 
on which it loaned come back on its 
hands. 

The shares of the Association are 
£200, and each share calls for the pay- 
ment of one dollar each month until 
the amount paid in. together with the 
earnings, ecpials $200, and it takes a 
little over eleven years to mature each 
series.

NARBERTH 'S YOUNG MEN. 



To the Kditur of Our Town: 

Dr. Frank Crane's article in the 
Philadelphia Eveiriiifr Bulletin of Au- 
gust 12, mentions a new work which 
the Knights of Columbus are undertak- 
ing in establishing community centres 
to get hold of boys up to 21 years of 
ago, in order to assist them in right liv- 
ing. It secp.'.s that boys of this age are 
to lie urged to use the system of com- 
munity centres, consisting of baths, 
.gymnasiums, rooms for games or chesses 
for studies, billiard parlors, lounging 
rooms, reading rooms, etc.. nil under 
proper supervision. 

In Dr. Crane's article, he mentions 
that the boy problem or young man 
problem is a serious one and communi- 
ties should give it very serious atten- 
tion. He also states punishment does 
not reform; what the weaker brother 
needs is encouragement and opportun- 
ity to occupy idle time with clean, 
Ik altliy amusement. 

The Knights of 'Columbus program 
also includes a legal aid bureau with 
representatives in the lower courts lo 
aid the first offender. This organization 
certainly should be commended on in- 
st-ituting work of this character which 
every one must agree is admirable serv- 
ice to boys and young men, when they 
are away from their own homes and 
under influences which are not exactly 
as they might be if they were among 
their families, and certainly any nor- 
mal, healthy boy does crave the out- 
doors- and associates of his own age. 



What bettt r work could the citizens 
of Narberth do than to follow along the 
general plan of the Knights of Colum- 
bus, whether it be a community centre 
or an organization that will accomplish 
the same purpose.' We certainly need 
both a permanent out-door athletic held 
ami a building or place simh us a com- 
munity centre for the young men. and 
• specially the latter, as the idle horns 
arc at night-time after school hours and 
bu.-i.'iiss hours. 

liuiiug the last few days the writer 
heard a story of three Narberth boys 
bring arrested and held for court charg- 
ed with Mealing an automobile. It 
seems the boys were well nci|iiaiutcd 
with the owner of the car and had no 
intention of stealing it. simply having 
borrowed it to take a ride to a neighbor- 
ing town. If it is true that punish- 
ment docs not reform, it seems that tak- 
ing boys into a criminal court is mure 
likely to help to make them criminals 
than it' the matter were adjusted out- 
side of the courts. 

These hoys have many idle hours 
every evening to spend in our town, 
with practically no means of any whole- 
some recreation or amusement, and it is 
not at all surprising they should borrow 
an automobile or get into some mis- 
chief, taking advantage of someone who 
is more fortunately situated than them- 
selves. 

The fact of reading l>r. Crane's arti- 
cle and hearing the story of the boys' 
arre>t on the same day, had the elfec.t 
of bringing this condition to the writ- 
er's attention and offering it to Our 
Town for the consideration of its read- 
ers. 

From one who is sincerely with the 
boys, one who was ioo a boy Miosief, 
who realizes that the boys if to-day 
will lie the men of the :ny.\ few y ais.

Some mouths ago — it seems !ikey ( ais 
ago — we were permitted to look at the 
picture of a beautiful and substantial 
clock tower. This picture urnauiented 
the 1'ost Office for a long time without 
any action being- taken*, so far as I 
know. I was told that another plan on 
foot was to remodel the iirehouse to 
conform with the Y. M. C. A. archi- 
tecture, with a suitable tablet to honor 
the Narberth fighters, at a cost of ap- 
proximately .^o.OOO. A third plan I 
recall was the building of a memorial 
athletic field. There may have been 
other suggestions, but I failed to hear 
of them. 

And thus the situation stands. The 
town hopes to secure some kind of war 
remembrance, but the titanic conflict 
ended nearly a year ago and arrange- 
ments for the remembrance seem to be 
as vague now as ever. Of course, I 
may be mistaken, but if something real- 
ly has been done there is no reason 
why the news should be 'suppressed. 

It has been whispered that the com- 
mittee is so large as to be unwieldy and 
that a working force of four or five 
would act more effectively. This con- 
tention is supported by the fact that 
Philadelphia charter revisers insisted on 
a smaller City Council, a reform which 
they finally achieved. 

Narberth wants a memorial that is 
both utilitarian and beautiful, and if 
the committee is unable to arrive at a 
decision speedily, an excellent idea 
would be to put the matter to a popular 
vote. I would like to hear from some 
member of the committee on this sub- 
ject.
